Immigration and Naturalization Service (US, INS), on February 8, 
1963, telephonically advised the San Juan Office that he had 
heard a "rumor" that a Brazilian Air Force Aircraft would . 

leave Havana, Cuba, near midnight on this date en route to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. On board this aircraft would be 40 to 
50 Cuban refugees who h&d sought asylum at the Brazilian 
Embassy, Havana, Cuba. 

The February 11, 1963, issue of the "San Juan Star," 
a daily English language newspaper, contained an article 
concerning the arrival of 85 Cuban political refugees who had 
resided in the Brazilian Embassy in Havana for up to two years. 
The article continued stating that the 85 refugees were shipped 
to San Juan Saturday and Sunday, arriving in groups of 58 and 
27 on a Brazilian Air Force transport plane. It was indicated 
that most of the Cuban refugees would depart in the next few 
days for Miami, Florida, where many of than have relatives.

JOSEPH C, WHITE, District Director, U. S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service (INS) on February 8, 1963 telephonically 
advised the San Juan Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation that he had heard a "rumor" that a Brazilian Air 
Force aircraft would leave Havana, Cuba near midnight on that 
date en route to San Juan, Puerto Rico. On board this aircraft 
would be 40 to 50 Cuban refugees who had sought asylum at the 
Brazilian Embassy, Havana, C u ba. 


The February 11, 1963 issue of the "San Juan Star," 
an English language newspaper published daily in San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, contained an article concerning the arrival of 
85 Cuban political refugees who had resided in the Brazilian 
Embassy in Havana, Cuba for up to two years. The refugees 
were shipped to San Juan Saturday and Sunday (2/9-10/63) arriving 
in groups of 58 and 27 on a Brazilian Air Force transport plane . 
It was indicated that most of the Cuban refugees would depart 
in the next few days for Miami, Florida where many of them 
have relatives.

The Mexican Immigration officer boards the ship 
and asks the captain for the list of crew members. When 
this list is obtained, the passports or other travel documents 
for the crew members are reviewed and checked against the list 
furnished by the captain. Members of the crew are then free, 
after this check has been completed, to go ashore without 
further inspection. 

As a result of the above procedure, it is possible 
that there are additional individuals on the ship who do not 
appear on the list furnished by the captain. These individuals 
could easily go ashore and would be accepted as members of the 
crew. Once ashore, these individuals could remain ashore and 
it would be very difficult to ascertain their identities or 
their whereabouts.

"a) On October 27 , 1962, four electric power 
stations in Venezuela were dynamited by native Communists, 
Who Were following orders from the Castro regime. As a 
consequence of this sabotage, one-sixth of Venezuelan oil 
production was temporarily knocked out. 

"Mr. Hlmlob, the Venezuelan Delegate, went before 
the Organization of American States to explain how radio 
signals and cablegrams from Havana had ordered a step-up 
in sabotage and terrorism in Venezuela. The first radio 
signals, he said, were transmitted on October 24th. from 
Havana via a ship off the Isled of Curacao on the 7 
Venezuelan coast . They went to the local Communist Party 
in the oil-rich Lake Maracaibo region, and called for 
isolated explosions in the American owned oil fields of 
Maracaibo. The entire plan was conducted under the name 
of 'Operation Camllo'.

"a) A Castro- Communist plot to blow up vital Installa- 
tions and spread terror through Now York was smashed on 
November 17, 1962, when the F.B.I. seized a secret cache of bombs; 
Three Cuban Communists, Including a member of the Castro delegation 
to the United Nations, were arrested oh charges of conspiring to 
eoimtlb espionage and sabotage. They were planning to launch a 
series of terrorist attacks In the larger New York Department 
stores, using grenades and miniature fire-bombs. In a Jewerly 
store on Vest 27th. Street In New York City, the F.B.I. seized 
fragmentation hand grenades, delayed-action incendiary bombs, 
detonators and caliber pistols . These items were described 
as being those associated with guerilla warfare and' sabotage. 
Federal Agents said: 'A corps of Cuban Communists were being 
trained (in the U.S.) in the use of explosives . ' Several days

”b) On November 20, 1962 United States Immigration 
Officers in Brownsville, Tekas, reported that Mexican 
authorities had stopped a plot to dynamite the International 
Bridge between Brownsville, Texas and Nathmoros, Mexico. Two 
Cuban Communists were among the ten men arrested by the Mexican' 
authorltlas. The sabotage plan, according to these authorities, 
included the bombing of the old and the hew bridge across the 
RIO Grande, the destruction of the Mexican Palace in 
Matameros, the military garrison, the telephone company's 
offices and the Municipal Building. (Washington, D. C.

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"c) On January 12, 1963, Federal agents arrested 
a Cuban in a New York City apartment, where they found a 
large suitcase stuffed with visa applications and other 
documents relating to entry into the United States.

"c) On December 27, 1962, Brazilian police dug 

Inspector Alcldes 
Bueno accused Communist-Cuba of trying to spark a revolt 
among Brazilian peasants. Bueno said that the arms, of 
Chech manufature, were found buried three feet deep in a 
fTeld flanking the highway between the cities Of Taubate 
and Quirira, about 100 miles north of Sao Paulo. The cache 
was wrapped in the Cuban newspaper 'Dlario de la Tarde 1 , 

Second Edition of February 24, 1962. The area in which it was 
discovered was 'explored recently by Soviet technician' , 
ostensibly checking on coal deposits . The arms, Bueno said, 
were shipped from Cuba to the Communist Peasant's League 
Headquarters in Pernambuco. (UPI cable from Sao Paulo, 

December 28, 1962.) 

”5.- DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 

"On December 4, 1962, the Dominican police occupied a 
large quantity of weapons and Communist propaganda in the 
dwelling-houses of the Villa Faro suburb in Santo Domingo. 

The Attorney General of the Republic accused members of the 
'June 14' Castroite Political Party of conspiracy against 
the State. 'This is part of a vast plan of subversion 
extending throughout the Nation, and we have sufficient evidence 
to believe that it is not the only place where arms are hidden. ' 
(UPI cable Santo Domingo, December 5* 1962.) 

”6.- MEXICO. 

H a) United States Naval Commander, A. F. Holfzapfel, 
reported that Mexico had to acquire twenty United States 
minesweepers to prevent Castro Communist infiltration 
through the Yucatan area. (Miami Herald, Dec. 6, 1962, 

UPI cable from Orange, Texas . ) 

”b) On January 13, 1963* a Mexican political 
organization, directed by former President Miguel A. 

Aleman, warned that the newly-created Castro-Communist 
Confederation of Peasants is promoting an insurrectional 
movement in order 'to place Mexico in the daws of 
Communism* . Another ex-President, Portes Gil, accused 
Castro's collaborator, Lazaro Cardenas, of a major role 
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"In the conspiracy. 

"On January 14, 1963, Mexican authorities admitted 
the existence of Castro -Communist penetration in the 
Confederation of Peasants, and proceeded to deport a 
Nicaraguan Castro agent, who was accused of using the 
Confederation to conspire against the State. Evidence of 
this vast plot is the recent peasant invasion of the farms 
in the States of Chihuahua, Zacatecas, Durango, Sonora, 
Coahuila and San Luis de Potosi. (UPI cable Mexico, 

January 14, 1963.) 

"7.- GUATEMALA. 

"On November 25, 1962, Guatemalan Air Force Officials 
bombed the Presidential Palace and some military garrisons in 
an attempt to topple the Constitutional Government of General 
Ydlgoras . President Ydlgoras later confirmed that this 
attempted coupe was directe^b^the Castro regime in the 
person of an agent, who was sent to Guatemala 

with 300^000 quetzales to bribe the military. Failure of the 
coupe was due to the loyalty of most of the members of the 
Armed Forces. 

"8.- COSTA RICA. 

"In a recent Interview, the President of Costa Rica, 
Francisco J. Orlich, said that he does not believe that Fidel 
Castro's position has been weakened by the recent Cuban 
crisis. 'As far as we are concerned, Castro is strengthening 
his position. I expect continuous. Increased attempts at 
agitation here. Costa Rican Castrolte agents are constantly 
on the move to and from Cuba.' The President blamed castro- 
Communlst agents for violence in nearby Cartago las month. 

He foresees increased subversive action by CastrO-Communist 
agents in all Central America. (Miami Herald, December 8, 
1962. AP cable from San Jose, Costa Rica.) 

"9.- PERU. 

"a) On January 5, 1963, the Military Junta of Peru 
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"proclaimed a nation-wide state of siege to block a general 
revolt planned by 'agents of Moscow and Havana'. A few 
day’s before, Castro-Communist agents had provoked riots 
and illegal strikes In the Department of Lambayeque in 
northern Peru, in the Provinces of Pasco and Junin, and 
in the region of El Cuzco in the southern portion of the 
country. 

"All of these disturbances coincided with the return 
of more than one hundred Peruvian Communists, who had been 
undergoing guerilla training in Cuba for about eight months. 

"The two principal Castro-Communist groups in Peru 
which are responsible for the subversive plot are: The 

National Liberation Front and the Social Progressive 
Movement. (Ref. Miami Herald and newspaper clippings from 
Peruvian newspapers, as well as confidential reports in our 
possession) . 

"b) On January 8, 1963* the official Cuban Communist 
newspaper 'HOY' called on the Peruvian people to rise up and 
put an end to what it called 'the ferocious and brutal 
Fascist-type repression unleashed by the barracks -government 
of the military Junta in Peru'. (Miami Herald, January 9, 
1963.) 

"10.- NICARAGUA - HONDURAS. 

"On January 13, 1963* the Government of Nicaragua 
called on the Honduran authorities to eliminate 'a Castro 
guerilla force operating on the border and awaiting a chance 
to Invade Nicaragua • . The comunlque also charged that the 
Castro groups are distributing Communist propaganda in 
Nicaragua and using a small plane to sabotage cane fields 
in Carazo Province. (Cable from Managua, Nicaragua, Miami 
Herald, January 13, 1963.) 
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" CONCLUSIONS : 

"1.- The Intensification of Castro-Communist subversion 
in this Hemisphere is part of the plan recently voiced by 
Ernesto ‘Che* Guevara, principal strategist of the Communist ) 
regime . 

"In an interview with the London 'Daily Worker' in 
December 1962, Guevara stated that the Soviet Union, from 
its Caribbean base, intends to use every means short of 
actual aggression to spread its influence through Latin 
America, to foment unrest and guerilla warfare and to ‘ 
try to upset neighboring governments, using Cuba as the 
pattern for Communist revolt. He added that the Cuban 
experience had shown that there is no solution but armed 
struggle to overthrow the governments. Guevara admitted 
that guerillas in Venezuela, Guatemala, Paraguay and 
Colombia are already active in armed struggle, and that 
guerilla groups also have been fomenting clashes in 
Nicaragua and Peru (u.S. News & World Report, Dec. 24, 

1962 ) . 

"2.- Red Cuba's threat to the Hemisphere should not be 
under-estimated. It is today more serious than ever. As 
Italy's Defense Minister G. Andreotti recently pointed out, 
'Castro's training centers for agitation and saboteurs are 
more dangerous to Latin America than the Soviet missiles 
(apparently) hauled home to Moscow at United States 
insistence.' The impunity of Castro- Communism in this 
Hemisphere provokes a crisis of authority, which is forcing 
the military in some cases to disrupt- constitutional 
governments in order to prevent direct Communist take 
overs . 

"3 The Soviet stronghold in Cuba must be eliminated if 
democracy is to survive in the Americas . This cannot be 
achieved with the so-called policy of isolation — which 
only isolates the captive people of Cuba from its allies, 
without destroying or weakening the Castro regime, which 
continues to receive massive support from the Communist 
bloc . Only Joint military action from abroad, under the 
leadership of the United States, can liberate Cuba and 
restore peace to the Hemisphere. 
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" 4 .- The moment for action Is now, and no better words to 
express the urgency than those of President Kennedy, who said: 
'The evidence Is clear... and the hour is late. We and our 
Latin friends will have to face the fact that we cannot 
postpone any longer the real Issue of the survival of freedom 
in this Hemisphere itself. On that issue, unlike perhaps 
dome others, there can be no middle ground.' 

" 5 .- Five months have elapsed since the historical Joint- 
Resolution on Cuba was adopted by the Congress of the United 
States. Five months, during which time the Soviet-Castro 
regime almost provoked a thermo-nuclear war. Five months, 
during which time Russia has become more entrenched In Cuba 
and has stepped-up its subversive activities throughout the 
Hemisphere . 

"In this lapse of time, the overwhelming majority of 
Latin American nations have pledged their support for 
collective action to liberate CUba from Soviet domination. 

"Meanwhile, Cuban freedom- fighters on the Island, 
as well as abroad, await the essential military support to 
defeat the Soviet forces which enslave their country and 
endanger the peace of the Hemisphere. 

"The time for decision has arrived, and there is no 
other alternative but to convert into action the solemn 
commitment of the Joint-Resolution on Cuba.

This Command Is International In character 
and was created In Havana, In 1959* undej>the personal 
supervision of Sov iet Col onel Jaro^i BtitJUie * — 

Chinese Lin ChlatrYen and the Spanish General Alharfca- 

r»a own Raul CslBCPO ""DS16hg to tnls command. 

Its mission Is to prepare armed action In the Caribbean 
area, with ramifications In all parts of the Continent. 

This action Is not planned for Invasion from abroad, but 
for what the Communists call 'national liberation wars', 
which consist of Invading from within with a strong, 
decisive support from abroad. 

"There Is an INTERNATIONAL BRIGADE which operates 
under the direction of the Revolutionary Command. This 
Brigade Is an International military apparatus controlled 
by General Bayo and by Chech, Soviet, Red Chinese and 
ex- republican Spanish Communist Instructors. It Is made 
up of volunteer groups and mercenary forces from different 
Latin American nations, highly trained In military tactics. 
Their principal bases for training are In Cuba, with opera- ■>. 
tlonal bases (guerilla groups and stores of arms) In 
Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras, Costa Rica and Venezuela. 

"The main centers for expert training are: 
three SCHOOLS FOR SABOTAGE AND SUBVERSION, situated In 
Ch echo slovakia, Russia and East Germany; the SCHOOL FOR 
RANKING LABOR MILITIAS In Budapest, and the SCHOOL FOR 
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"INDOCTRINATION OF SPECIAL AGENTS in Red China. The mission 
of these schools, sinister laboratories for subversive 
specialization, is to prepare Spanish-speaking agents to 
infiltrate the Latin American countries. Moreover, they 
supply overall plans, provide clandestine weapons and 
furnish instructors and specialized personnel from other 
nations for the different guerilla schools in Latin 
America. 


"CLANDESTINE SCHOOLS FOR GUERILLAS are set up 
as secondary schools for indoctrination and covert action. 
These schools are organized by the Communist Party and 
their objectives are theoretical and practical education 
along the lines and principles of International Communism, 
as well as preparation of leaders for the so-called Marxist

"Subversive training in Latin America also includes: 
military instruction of the Indians in southern Peru, linked 
with the Illegal traffic of arms and the international agents 
operating on the frontiers of Bolivia and Chile; training of 
armed civilians in San Jose de Canelones and periodical 
courses on insurrection, sabotage, etc., in the Sanitarium for 
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"Mental Illnesses In Uruguay; military training of the 
farmers and especially of the students and members of 
revolutionary organizations in Venezuela. 

At the present moment, the International 
Communist movement is enlisting volunteers in ail the 
countries of Latin America, with the apparent objective 
of 'defending' Red Cuba in the event of 'aggression' . 

The real objective, however, is the organization of the 
PEOPLE'S ARMY, controlled by the International Communist 
Command, which Is calculated to comprise more than four 
hundred thousand men, one hundred thousand women, with 
an additional reserve of 200^000 persons. 

"NOTE* One important feature Concerning the subversion 
schools and training centers in Latin America, is 
that they can be transferred from one place to 
another, when circumstances make it necessary.

At about 10:45 p.m., 3/28/63, I received a call from the 
assistant to the St ate Depar tment representative on the US j (r 

Intelligence Board He said the White House will be L-T 

considering at the -KsJopTm. meeting on 3/29/63 what policy ^ 

to follow relative to the alleged strafing of a US motorboat, 
the "Floridian,'' on 3/28/63, by two MIG aircraft. He said the 
report was that the boat was not actually hit. The boat was 
en route from Puerto Rico to Miami and was about 50 miles off .-A, 
the Cuban coast. 


He said State Department had been given the job of getting 
the necessary information as to what happened; that he had checked 
around with the military, the Coast Guard, Customs, et cetera, and 
could find no one who felt the responsibility for interviewing the 
people aboard the Floridian when the boat docked at about 7 a.m., 
3/29/63, in Florida. He wanted to know if the FBI would do this. 


I told hin there was no crime or matter here under the juris- 
diction of the FBI; that the purpose of the desired interviews 
was to get eye witness accounts of what had happened so that the 
policymakers could decide whether to make a protest, or what 
action should be taken by this country; therefore, it was neces- 
sary that whoever conducted the interviews have knowledge of fighter 
planes, and particularly MIGs, and fire power, et cetera. I 
suggested that he talk to someone in the Department of Defense at 
a sufficiently high level to get the proper instructions out for 
the Navy or the Coast Guard to talk to the crew members .

ReBulet 3/5/63 which furnished rough translations 
of Cuban documents found in the wreckage of a Varig Airlines 
jet which crashed in Peru November 27, 1962. 

An analysis of these rough translations reveal that the 
Cubans had looked into the Ligas Camponesas situation in Brazil 
and had found complete dissension, disillusionment, graft, lack 
of training, lack of political orientation and lack of accomplish- 
ment. The documents indicate that some money, at least, had been 
furnished by the Cubans for the Ligas Camponesas and that a 
great portion of this money had been squandered and used for 
personal purposes. The documents reflect complete lack of 
effective leadership in the Ligas Camponesas and a complete 
g demoralization of the men who had. been in Ligas Camponesas 
training camps. 

The documents mentioned camps in Goias, Matto Grosso, 
Minas Gerais and Bahia but stated there were less than fifty 
men in the camps at that time. It x\ras noted that apparently 
those men had been lured into the Ligas Camponesas with mis- 
leading statements and the conditionsprevailing at the time in 
the documents were referred to as "a disaster. I: 

The one document refers to the fact that the ranches 
obtained for training in the State of Goias were completely un- 
usable for that purpose, that there was no support of the 
in Goias and that the leadership, principally from the national 
view, was bad. It was noted in the documents that in a year 
the occupants of the camps had received no political help 
guidance.

A review of the translation of these documents indi- 
cates that prior to October, 1962, the Cubans had supplied 
money to the Ligas Camponesas in Brazil. Legat reported in 
letter of January 24, 1963* entitled ’’LIGAS CAMPONESAS, IS - 
BRAZIL," that information had been received on December 14, 1962, 
to the effect that in late November, 1962, the Cuban Embassy in Rio 
de Janeiro on order from Havana had cut off the financial aid it 
had been giving monthly to the Brazilian peasant league organiza- 
tion as a result of repo^^received by the Embassy concerning in- 
ternal friction within organization. The same Rio letter 

reported conflict between the Br azilian Communist Party and the

curved financial help from the Cuba n' Embassy in Brazil in con- 
nection with the training of guerrillas. The letter noted 
that a serious split had occurred in the ranks of the peasant 
leagues. 


Rio letter of November 19* 1962, captioned "LIGAS 
CAMPONESAS, IS - BRAZIL, " reported the Ligas Camponesas training 
camp in the State of Goias and the fact that it had been raided 
by Brazilian military units. 


A review of the translated documents does not reveal any 
information not reported by the Rio Office prior to the time the 
documents came to light but they do illuminate graphically the 
almost chaotic conditions which existed in the Ligas Camponesas 
in October, 1962, which disorganization was more widespread and 
complete than realized by the Rio Office. It would appear logical 
that the Cubans would have suspended financial aid to the Ligas 
Camponesas in view of the chaotic conditions encountered and 
reported in instant documents.

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No information has been received that Cuba is at 
this time furnisning money to the Ligas Camponesas; however, 

Legat has alerted all sources to obtain any information pos- 
sible indicating that the Cubans are giving support either 
in money or materiel to the Ligas Camponesas. Pertinent de- 
velopments will be immediately reported to the Bureau. 

It is interesting to note that the National and Inter- 
national Congresses for Solidarity with Cuba, referred to in 
one of the translated documents, are presently being held in 
Brazil. It is also interesting to note that in the translated 
documents was a receipt for a submachine gun delivered to Dr. 

RAUL BONILLA, a Cuban official who died in the plane crash, which 
had been issued for his ’'personal' 1 use. In the crash of the 
Lloyd Aereo de Boliviano plane on March 15, 1963, two Cuban 
couriers were killed and reportedly one bag containing two 
machine guns belonging to these Cuban couriers was recovered.
